According to National Safety 
~ouncil regulations, Hall's death

ed Hall's death is traceable to the 
accident. Last midnight, therefore, 
the city completed the seventh 
day of a new series of “deathless 
days.” 

The longest previous 
without a fatality was 34 days, 
from June 27 to August 1, 1928. 

Hall’s tentatively recorded auto 
death brings the police depart- 
ment’s report of auto fatalities for 
the year up to 20. The previous 
fatality was recorded May 28. 

Last year there were 32 auto 
deaths up to August 15.

Senator Asserts Texan 
Will Win Delegation If 
Roosevelt Drops Out 
and Primary Is Held. 
BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Re- 
turning to his office here after 
spending more than two weeks in 
Georgia, Senator George predicted 
today that Vice President Garner 
would win Georgia’s support for 
the 1940 Democratic presidential 
nomination if President Roosevelt 
eliminates himself as a third-term 
contender and the state holds a 
preferential primary. 

The senator, who recently came 
9ut with an unequivocal statement 
in opposition to a third-term for 
Roosevelt, reported finding strong 
sentiment for Garner not only in 
Georgia but throughout the south- 
ern area, 

“The vice president is very pop- 
ular in Georgia,” the senator said. 
“He has many friends in the state 
who would like to see him the 
next nominee, believing he is the 


most available candidate the party 


could put forward, 

“There considerable opposi- 
tion to a third term in Georgia 
not only as regards Mr. Roosevelt 
but any candidate.”’ 

Depends On Candidates. 

Asked if he thought there would 
be a preferential primary in Geor- 
gia next spring, Senator George 
said that probably would depend 
upon the field of candidates. 

“If there is more than one can- 
didate who desires to file in the 
state we should have a preferen- 
tial primary,’ he said, “giving all 
an equal opportunity to win the 
preference.” 

Senator George’s prediction that 
Mr. Garner would win Georgia's 
convention delegation in a prefer- 
ential primary marks. the first 
open comment he has made on 
1940 Democratic presidential pos- 
sibilities, aside from his earlier 
utterance against a third term.

Tree-ripened Georgia 
may soon be served on the tables 


of the world in January as well 


as in July. 

Dr. J. G. Woodroof, the 
Georgia Experiment Station, re- 
vealed here yesterday the perfec- 
tion of a new method of freezing 
the Georgi? peach which preserves 
the flavor and color without harm- 
ing the texture of the fruit. 

The process was perfected after 
nine years of study instituted aft- 
er long experimenting had proved 
that the Georgia variety of peaches 
were a strictly fresh market prod- 
uct and would not lend itself to 
canning. 

Save Huge Waste. 

Dr. Woodroof estimated that 
1,000 carload lots of peaches, which 
normally are considered waste be- 
cause there is no market for them, 
can be utilized now that a quick

“Peaches are at best a 9-to-15- 


day crop,” Dr. Woodroof explain- |

They have long 
wanted to introduce a fresh peach 
ice cream out of season, Woodroof 
Said, but when they bought frozen 
peaches in the past they had to 
pay 21 cents per pound fer the 
fruit which was 33 per cent sugar.

“Tf Germany and Russia Sign a 
non-aggression pact tomorrow 
something surely will happen 
Thursday,’ Nazis said. 

There appeared a growing con- 
viction among the German people 
tonight that “Der Tag” might 
come within 48 hours. 

At any rate, most observers ex- 
pected the decisive stage of 
Europe’s crisis to be reached al- 
most immediately after Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop 
concludes the non-aggression ne- 
gotiations in Moscow. 

May Collaborate Further, 

German-Russian collaboration 
was expected by many observers 
to go considerably beyond the con- 
clusion of a mere non-aggression 
pact, extending rapidly into the 
realm of active political co-opera- 
tion on the part of:the two great 
nations who have been bitter 
enemies for years. 

Nazis hailed the non-aggression 
pact as both a blow to the British 
led “peace front’—they call it the 
encirclement of Germany—and a 
smashing triumph for Hitler's 
campaign against Poland. 

“Poland is on the way out, just 
like Czechoslovakia,” was the com- 
heard most in the streets. 

There was no indication the 
methods to be used—whether they 
pointed to war or another blood- 
dismemberment. 

Expect Poland to Surrender. 

Nazi leaders professed to believe 
that Poland would surrender the 
territory Hitler demands in a 
manner almost exactly like last 
vear's amputation of the Czecho- 
Slovak Sudetenland and later the 
disappearance of the Czech repub- 
lic itself, 

The

Russian nonaggression pact with 
Germany would not necessarily 
exclude Russia from joining an al- 
liance with Great Britain and 
France, an informed observer said 
tonight. 

The pact, this informant said, 
will contain a clause providing for 
its denunciation in the event 
either party commits an act of ag- 
gression against a third. 

(This would mean that if Ger- 
many attacked Poland, Russia 
could release herself from. the 
pledge to remain neutral and Rus- 
sia might even join Britain and 
France in_ protecting. Poland 
against invasion by Germany or 
any other power.) 

The other principal clauses, ac- 
cor€ing to this source, will consist 
of a pledge to abstain from aggres- 
sion against one another and a 
provision that one shall remain 
neutral in case the other 1s at- 
tacked by a third party. 

Welcome Treaty. 

Fascists, however, welcomed 
the treaty as marking the collapse 
of “encirclement,” their descrip- 
tion of the policy of the British- 
French front. 

The authoritative editor, Vir- 
ginio Gayda, writing in Il Giornale 
d'Italia, insisted that the event 
which astonished most diplomats 
“was no surprise for us.” 

The rancors of the Spanish civil 
war, the implications of the anti- 
Comintern pact, and the many 
years of press attacks on Soviet 
policy were replaced by expres- 
sions of Fascist satisfaction over 
what Gayda termed “a bitter sur- 
prise to the patrons of encircle- 
ment.” 

Diplomats Cautious. 

Diplomats as a whole were cau- 
tious in appraising the significance 
of the event, remarking on the 
topsy-turvey character of present- 
day diplomacy. 

The Polish ambassador and the 
Soviet charge diaffaires talked 
briefly with the Italian foreign 
minister, Count Galeazzo Ciano,

Of the 650,000 workers in cot- 
ton, rayon and silk mills to whom 
the proposed wage order would 
apply, labor officials estimated 
175,000 would receive pay boosts, 
including 120,000 cotton plant 
workers in the south. 

Charges by Southerners. 

Tyre Taylor, counsel for the

Georgians “From Missouri’ 

Georgians, viewing the pros and cons as ad- 
vanced with regard to a special session of the 
legislature, definitely are “from Missouri.” They 
prefer to be shown.

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The Voters After 1940 


Dr. Gallup's recent poll of young Democrats 
eligible to vote in the 1940 election provides us 
with a look at the future which must be en- 
couraging to Mr. Roosevelt and those of his 
persuasion. 

Dr. Gallup polled the young Democrats be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 29. Fifty-two per cent 
favored a third term for Mr. Roosevelt and 62 
per cent said they would vote for him. Only 495 
per cent, however, believed-he would run. 

This poll is one of the most important ones, 
from a political viewpoint, that Dr. Gallup has 
made. It includes those of 20 to 29 years of 
age which means the latter were 20 in 1929 and 
have had all their political and economic phil- 
osophy either entirely developed or tremendous- 
ly affected by the conditions of the depression 
years. 

This means all of the group in the poll, who 
were of all occupations and from all sections, 
have received their political beliefs during the 
period of 1929-1939. They have read the mod- 
ern text books; heard expounded the modern 
political philosophies; many have been to col- 
leges and studied under the professors of mod- 
ern economy, philosophy and political sciences. 

It must be assumed the developments in 
Germany, Spain, Russia and in all Europe, for 
that matter, have had their affect. It is ob- 
vious the Roosevelt philosophy has been a very 
real factor in their development. 

Dr. Gallup has not polled the young Repub- 
licans in this same fashion, but he has deter- 
mined that they no longer believe in the Old 
Guard and its political philosophy. It is, 
therefore, a very real question as to how much 
difference there is between a Young Democrat 
and a Young Republican? Have we there an- 
other choice of Tweedledee and Tweediedum? 

Ten years from now the young Democrats 
of today will be between the ages of 30 and 49. 
They will make up the great mass of “middie- 
aged” voters, the age which usually tends to 
conservatism. 

Back of them will be another group of young 
Democrats of ten years hence. 

Ten years from now the present young Dem- 
ocrats hardly will have changed their political 
beliefs. It becomes increasingly important, to 
those whose profession is politics, to learn 
what will be the beliefs of the young Democrats 
who now are between the ages of 10 and 19 
and who in a very brief ten years will be 20 
and 2¥. 

This is much more significant than Mr. 
Roosevelt himself. It is entirely possible, un- 
less something happens to change the political 
drift of the young Democrats and young Re- 
publicans, that Mr. Roosevelt may win no mat- 
ter if he loses in 1940; that the mere passage 
of time will give him a victory such as was 
given him in his appointments to the supreme 
court.

The Most Surprised! 

While the diplomats of the world are startled 
and surprised by the proposed pact of friend- 
ship between Germany and Russia, it must be 
admitted those with the greatest cause for sur- 
prise are the peoples of Germany and Russia. 

In Germany the people have, for more than 
a decade, howled themselves hoarse in approval 
of the Chancellor’s denouncement of the Rus- 
sian Communists. They upset their entire 
government because a Russian plot was sup- 
posed to have been back of the burning of their 
Reichstag. They have been warned hour after 
hour and day after day, against the horrors of 
anything Russian. 

Now, they are told that Foreign Minister 
von Ribbentrop is in Moscow for a pact of 
friendship in war and mutual assistance in 
trade. 

The Russian people must be dismayed. They 
were willing to be friends at the outset of 
Hitler’s program in Germany because they, too, 
disliked the Treaty of Versailles. But Hitler, 
and then their own leaders, taught them Ger- 
many was their implacable and eternal foe. 
Hitler insisted their philosophy must be wiped 
from the earth if the earth was to survive. 

And now, the Russian people are told that 
von Ribbentrop is to come and sign up in 
friendship. 

The newspapers printed only the bare an- 
nouncement and were not allowed to comment. 
This, while expected, could not answer the puz- 
zled people. They, not the diplomats, must be 
accorded the privilege of being.the most sur- 
prised of all. 

It is barely possible the proposed pact means 
that Hitler has, for the first time, been over- 
ruled. The German army long has favored 
such a move. Only Hitler blocked it in the 
past. 

Meanwhile, even though war be imminent, 
it is not yet sure. War still may be avoided. 
England’s position with France, sworn to de- 
fend Poland, is made almost impossible. As, 
indeed, is the position of Poland. 

The thoroughly realistic, but inscrutable, 
Russians remain the great mystery and retain 
the power to throw, either way, the balance of 
power. Apparently definitely committed to a 
policy of defense and not offense at all, the 
Russians can sign anything and not lose a 
thing. 

It is a great game of power politics and it 
appears to be the ninth inning with the bases 
full, two out and the count three and two on 
the batter. 

But one cannot be exactly sure just who 
is at bat.

Armament and Business 

Is the world armament race good for busi- 
ness? On the surface, the tremendous move- 
ment in the arms industry might appear so. 
Thus the recent report issued by the informa- 
tion bureau of the League of Nations on the 
subject is interesting and revealing. According 
to that report, rearmament is restricting the 
general flow of world trade by reducing both 
exports and imports, despite the impetus given 
to certain forms of industrial activity. 

The report states that the 1938 demand for 
rearmament commodities—nearly double that 
of 1937—had offset to a certain extent the 
threatened widespread depression due to a fall 
in the United States demand for goods. Raw 
material producing nations, likee the United 
States, became able to sustain their own de- 
mand for manufactured goods because they 
were no longer depressed. Having offset de- 
pression, the report states further, rearmament 
had stimulated the industrial activity of the 
rearming nations. This, in turn, produced a 
greater demand for domestic goods otherwise 
available for export. In this manner, export 
trade has been encroached upon and reduced. 

The increased demand for domestic goods 
also raised prices generally—and thus restrict- 
ed sale of imports. The international flow of 
trade has thus been restricted. At the same 
time, the report continues, the capital which 
could recuperate it was being spent on arma- 
ments, 

As an example of the manner in which this 
works, the report offers collapse of Japanese 
trade with countries outside the “yen block.” 
Exchange control and increased manufactur- 
ing costs prevented Japan in 1938 from selling 
at the low prices with which it had previously 
swept away all competition. Like rise in prices 
reduced efforts of the United Kingdom and 
Germany to compete with other countries 
especially the United States. :

Editorial of the Day a 
UNPLEASANT JOR. 
(From the Rock Hill (S. C.) Evening Herald.) 

“The unpleasant job ahead of the next Presi- 
dent is such that no sensible man could be eager to 
assume it.” : 

These are the words of Senator Robert A. Taft. 
of Ohio, as he expressed his willingness to become 
a candidate for the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation in 1940. 

It appears that there are many men in the 
United States who are perfectly Willing to sacrifice 
themselves on the altar of an unpleasact task. Mr. 
Taft is one of a number of men who are anxious 
to be drafted into the service of the nation as a 
candidate for the highest office at the hands of the 
people. 

We agree with Mr. Taft that the next President 
will have four of the most difficult years ever 
seen in the White House. This will be true wheth- 
er that man be President Roosevelt on a third 
term program, whether he be another New Dealer. 
whether he be an old-time Democrat, or whether 
he be a Republican. 

The four years following eight years of prodi- 
gal spending will be fraught with grave problems. 
No matter who is in the White House from 19841 
to 1945, the President and the congress will find 
it necessary to curtail the government's spending 
and this will bring forth problems involving unrest 
and labor troubles to an extent,many people at 
present time do not dream about. 

To retrench after such a period of prodigal 
spending means that a great host of people are 
going to become disgruntled and dissatisfied and 
perfectly willing to cause trouble because hand- 
outs have been cancelled. 

It matters not who will sit in the White House 
the next four years following the term of Mr. 
Roosevelt, we will feel sorry for the man, re- 
gardless.

FIGHTING MOOD WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Here in Wash- 

ington, the grim import of the European 
headlines is physically visible in the faces of the worried officials at 
the State Department. The waves of apprehension, which have been 
tossing the world like a cockle-shell boat for the past two years, 
are at their high tide now. The calmest best informed and least 
alarmist officials say simply: “We can’t tell what’s coming, but we 
do know this is far worse than Munich, and makes the other crises 
look like child’s play.” 

The essential reason for this hopelessness is, of course, that, while 
England has been wholly transformed since the dark days a year 
ago, Germany has not changed in the least. England’s preparedness 
program has been desperately pushed—not far enough, to be sure, 
to avert the dreaded danger from the air, but far enough to give 
celf-confidence. The English people, smarting under 18 months of 
ignominious insult, are in the mood of “if we must, let us do so 
now.” Even the limp and fumbling Chamberlain will hardly dare 
to run the political risk of another Munich. 

At the State Department, as elsewhere, there is, of course, the 
sense that, if they can find one last concession to be safely made, 
the English tory leaders will make it. (And who can criticize them 
here, for our men and women will not die, nor our great towns be 
destroyed?) Yet the England of today is in a fighting mood. 
WITHIN GERMANY It is true that England, through her guar- 

antee, has yielded an outward power of 
decision to the Poles, but ultimately England, the chief among them, 
will determine the resistance of the democratic powers. In the same 
way, Germany, no matter how anguished the Italian protests, will 
guide the aggression of the Fascist axis. 

If the change in England had worked an equivalent change, or 
had even been understood in Germany, there would be no reason 
for apprehension. No one doubts now, any more than a year ago, 
that the German policy is to get everything that may be got without 
fighting. The grabbing process involves, however, shrewd judgment 
of the other side’s readiness to fight. And there is every reason to 
suppose that Hitler and his entourage still expect the English to 
fold up again as they did last time. 

Just who is who in Germany, no man can say. There are even 
rumors, for example, from ordinarily authentic sources, that Hit- 
ler’s chief adviser is an astrologer or soothsayer, whose charlatan’s 
certainties soothe the Fuehrer’s frenzied nerves. Yet it is clear that, 
whatever his actual influence, the cheap, slick, ex-champagne sales- 
man, von Ribbentrop, personifies German policy. All official in- 
formation here is that von Ribbentrop, remembering the success of 
his advice in the Munich period, refuses to recognize that the pusil- 
lanimous English spirit, which he then gauged so well, has now quite 
passed away. 

Meanwhile, the German general staff, whose dissuasions once 
operated so powerfully on Hitler, has completely ceased to be a 
force for peace. Since Munich, when the general staff was wrong, 
the pacifist generals have been shouldered aside by more daring 
competitors. In any case, the general staff's only argument was 
that Germany could not afford another war on two fronts, and with 
the completion of the Siegfried line, or lines, that danger has been 
met as far as possible. Indeed, the general staff, sensing that Ger- 
many loses strength with each month of democratic rearmaments, 
is understood to be saying with the English people, “Well, if we 


must fight, let us do so now.”

is going to be a war. There

protection ef England and France. But no war. 

I couldn't sleep the other night and picked up Macteth. And 
today, looking at all the scares and jittery messages from Europe, I 
thought of a part of that soliloquy: . 

“Tomorrow and tomorrow and tomorrow, 

Creeps in this petty pace from day to day 

To the last syllable of recorded time, 

And all our yesterdays have lighted fools

The Fuehrer hardly will mention the fact that in 1410 the Poles 
completely annihilated the German nobles, with recently organized 
Prussia behind them, at this same Tannenberg. 

Chancellor Hitler will celebrate the battle of 1914 and call it 
another example of the irresistible greatness and might of German 
manhood and valor. 

He will not mention the defeat of 1410. 
then. 

The whole thing goes into that line, “all our yesterdays have 
~ are fools the way to dusty death ... it is a tale told by an 
idiot.” . : 
The Poles won in 1410. The Germans won from the Russians 
and Poles in 1914. There is a threat to divide up Poland. It has 
been divided not once but often. It was divided when Napoleon 
and the tri-color of France were there. 

But now, with the whole list of “tomorrow's” behind them and 
the whole array of the future ahead, the Germans plan to cele- 
brate, not far from the Polish frontier, where in 1914 the Germans 
captured about a million Russians and Poles and broke the Rus- 
Sian resistance. 

The Chancellor carefully will not mention the fact that before 
Tannenberg the Russians, even with the corrupt government behind 
them, managed to deadlock the Germans and save Paris. 

There was a great leader in 1410. There have been hundreds 
of them—Caesar, Hannibal, Napoleon—and now Hitler, probably the 
greatest figure of this era, strutting his brief hour—a poor plaver— 
full of sound and fury signifying, perhaps, nothing at all. 

At any rate, I don’t think it signifies a world war. It may mean 
the end of Poland, I doubt if England and France will be any more 
willing to die for Poland than they were for Czecho-Slovakia. 


PEACE, IT’S WONDERFUL The Russians have proved them- 

selves the smartest diplomats. If 
they do sign the peace treaty of nonaggression, it can mean much 
or nothing. The Russians say it may be denounced if either party 
becomes an aggressor. This is convenient. Russia may denounce 
the treaty if Germany fights Poland. Or Russia may help divide 
up Poland and not denounce it. 

The document may be an instrument of peace. 
convenient document. 

It will be difficult to avoid war. 
manufacturing plants are geared for war. 
time likely. 

Germany will have a tremendous advantage in getting what she 
wants of Poland and also what she wants of her old colonies. If 
England and France desert Poland, as they may be expected to do, 
then Poland is lost. England will agree to a compromise on Danzig. 
The Poles can’t go it alone. 

Austria was not worth fighting for, said England. I am not say- 
ing it was. Then it was that the Sudeten territory was not worth 
a fight. And perhaps it wasn’t. Then it followed that Czecho- 
Slovakia was not worth a fight. And perhaps it wasn’t. from the 
English viewpoint. They lost loyal allies, many divisions, planes, 
and equipment. Now comes Danzig and surely Danzig isn’t worth 
fighting for. There is no reason for Englishmen and Frenchmen to 
die for Danzig. Then there won't be any reason to die over an 
island colony taken during the war. Or for a slice of Africa. 

And finally, as it works down, England itself won't be worth 
dying for. And perhaps, by then, it won't be. 

That’s the trouble about the Nazis. And the axis. And the 
Russians. They know how it works. So, although they may be 
fighting soon, I don’t think there will be a new world war.

When anything new develops in our time, though it may be a 
renewal of something old, we usually regard it as progress. We 
are so accustomed to seeing the old ways improved upon that the 
superiority of any new way is taken for granted. 

Usually the new way really is better; for we keep learning by 
experience and experimentation, and changes are made as we ad- 
just ourselves to the benefits of new knowledge. 

But mere newness is not betterment, for there are new de- 
grees of decay and new experiments that are doomed to fail. If 
all new things were an evidence of growth, the world would long 
since have been quit of its follies. 

If we could keep that thought in mind while searching for a 
way out of our present difficulties, we might escape many of our 
troubles simply by going back where we started. If the new way 
doesn’t work right, surely it isn’t unwise to go back to the old way 
that did. 

Consider the matter of farming. 

In the various agricultural “belts,” each devoted to a particular 
crop, the owners of the land are no longer farmers but manufac- 
turers. They produce a single commodity, which they must sell 
at a profit in order to survive. They live out of paper sacks and 
cans, as town people do. And since they cannot set the price for 
their own products, they have sacrificed all the advantages of farm- 
ing wtihout gaining the advantages of manufacturing. | 

I am not suggesting that farmers should go back to, the seven- 
teenth century, and each family manufacture its own tools and 
vehicles, linen and bedding, furniture and homespun clothing, though 
even that would be better than eating the crusts of public charity 
in town. jig farms, operated by machinery, are economical and 
necessary to feed an industrial nation.

“ENGINEERED SHOOTING.” 

Before long hopeful hunters will be going into the fields and 
many of them will be listed in the beginners’ brackets. Many 
others will be old hands who don’t need to be advised in the 
art of shotgun markmanship. 

And yet a new idea in shooting Is 
recently published by the Sporting 
ufacturers Institute. 

One chapter, in particular, dealing with ‘ 
ing’ is designed to help both beginner and expert 
hook, as a whole, great deal to simplify 
problems, 

A careful analysis demonstrating precisely what oc- 
curs in the flight of a moving target enables a gunner to 
think a shot through as well as follow through with the 
gun. It gives a shooter a clear picture in his mind of 
what he has to do. The authors explain that this, in 
turn, helps him to achieve the attitude of controlled re- 
laxation which is just as vital to successful shooting as it 
is to top-flight golf. 

One of the diagrammatic methods emphasized is the use of 
the ‘‘vertical clock’ idea, which is a great one. he shooter 
visualizes himself as aiming toward the center of a clock face. 
Then, if the target flies from lower left toward per right, the 
line of flight would, in simple terms, he identical with the direc- 
tion of a clock hand pointing toward 2 o'clock By thus re- 
ferring to flight angles three-o'clock or five-o'clock shots, 
much of the confusion normally resulting from the third dimen- 
sional problem is eliminated. — 

This “Handbook on Shotgun Shooting” will prove worth- 
while addition to a hunter or trapshooter’s library. It deals, in 
simple language, with all problems and positively will improve 
markmanship if the ideas are followed out.

This, opines 
the health column writer, “cere- 
tainly must reduce bodily resist- 
ance to infection of all kinds— 
summer colds, for instance,” and 
adds that the warning against 
lounging around in wet bathing 
cuit is especially important.
